by standard policies issued by commercial life insurance companies? 

c. What limitations, if any, do policies issued by the War iiuployees 

Protective Association contain regarding travel described in paragraph 

2 arid vender the conditions presented in paragraph 4 a, c, and d. 
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It is requested that the questions posed in paragraph 3 above be 

answered: 

In respect to travel by Staff Employees on unscheduled or chartered 
flights for the purpose of PCS, TOT, or leave, 

respect to travel by dependents on unscheduled or chartered
